Crowder Asks Registration 
O f All Men O f D raft Age 
Washington, Jan. 3.—Imme­ 
diate registration of all men 
who have reached draft age 
since the registration is recom­ 
mended by Provost 
Marshal 
General 
Crowder. 
If this is 
done,»even 
hundred 
thousand 
young men in class one will be 
available every twelve months. 
Skilled labor and 
farmers 
will he drafted from the deferr­ 
ed classes, Crowder intimated, 
should the 
situation 
demand. 
The report requested an amend­ 
ment to the selective service 
act 
which 
would .change the 
plan of alloting quotas. 
In the 
first draft the .quotas were based 
only 
on the 
population, but 
Crowder asks the new basis be 
made on the number of men in 
class one. 
Dissatisfaction was 
caused in many districts be­ 
cause of the great number of 
aliens exempt, thus causing the 
quota to be much higher than 
the average. 
The per capita cost of draft­ 
ing 
has been $4.93, 
which is 
about one-fourth the amount it 
cost the government to get each 
volunteer into the army. Twen-

per cent of the

were 
found physically deficient.

the city board of health, /D r. E. I. 
Wooden, and secretary of the coun­ 
ty board for the past year, Dr. W. C. 
Smith. 
Rushrilie’s birth report exceeded 
the death

during the j’ear 
1917 by 15, there having been 
101 
babies born and 84 persons died in 
the city during the year. A remark­ 
able thing about the b^rth statistics 
is that they show a division of al­ 
most’exactly half between the 
boys 
and girts.

That each person or taxpayer charged with taxes on a duplicate in the hands Of a County Treaeurer may yny tile full amount of such taxes 
en or before tho Aret Monday in May, or may at his option, pay ono-half thereof on or before the A nt Monday in May, and tile remaining half 
w or before the Ant Monday in November, in the manner prescribed by law. 
All read taxes to lie added to the Ant installment. 
Whha the A nt installment is not paid prior to the first Monday in May, the taxes for the whole year become delinquent. 
Thfi Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on delinquent Taxes resulting from aby omission of the person paying 
to state definitely en what property, in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once. 
The late law is of such character that there ie no option left the Treasurer but 
to enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the tame, by sale of property.

The Annual Sale of ^Delinquent Lands and Lots will take place on the Second Monday in February, 1918.

The 
fear 
frequently 
expressed 
that this country may come to want 
should 
be perfectly 
useless 
fear. 
There is no logical reason why the 
United States 
should 
not produce 
amply for her own wants and the 
needs 
of her allies. We have 
the 
land upon which to grow the crops 
and a climate that renders anything 
approaching a crop 
failure 
an im­ 
possibility. 
All that remains is for 
the American people to apply them­ 
selves to the taslk. 


But it is at this point 
that 
the 
trouble arises. For several 
decades 
now the people have been gradually 
deserting agriculture for the indus­ 
trial pursuits. 
Agriculture has been 
at a discount 
and the farmer 
re­ 
garded as of somewhat inferior clay. 
Thousands 
of young 
men, ^ if not 
trained in the professions, 
adopted 
the mechanical trades till the farms 
hare become 
almost deserted. 
The 
result was only 
to be expected and 
naturally the industrial 
ranks were 
unduly swelled 
at 
the 
same time. 
Nothing save the over-abundance of 
mechanical labor 
is responsible for 
the great labor 
disturbance of 
the 
past half century. Labor in any line 
when it becomes too plentiful, must 
/either resort to competition or union 
in order to survive. 
In this instance 
it chose union, and the results 
we 
have seen. 


(From this time on, there should be 
a systematic 
effort on the part of 
the great labor union* to curtail the 
number of 
recruits 
to their ranks. 


Munition Plants Slow Down 


Representative John Q. Tilson, of 
Connecticut, who has been preach­ 
ing the doctrine 
of 
munition pre­ 
p a re d n e ss ever 
sine© the outbreak 
of the European war, 
and before, 
for that matter, is properly indig­ 
nant because 
the W ar Department 
is. 
permitting 
Connecticut 
Arms 
plants to slow down. 
The Winches­ 
ter Arms Company 
is now working 
about. 50 per cent of the force which 
manned its shops 
last 
year; 
the 
Remington 
Arms Company recently 
closed 
down 
'for a \\eek, and 
the 
Marlin Company 
is 
not 
using its 
capacity equipment 
for turning out 
machine guns. 
Mr. Tilson says that 
if we have a million men across the 
sea there should be 1,500,000 
guns 
over there for them right away, and 
500.000 ready to be shipped, and he 
points out that we 
have only about 
700.000 Springfield*. ‘‘The factories 
are ahead of their 
orders and 
are 
slowing up,” 
-says 
M r. Tilson, “a 
condition of affairs that I can’t un­ 
derstand in time of war. 
It certain­ 
ly does not seem to me the W ar De­ 
partment is doing the rght thing.’’ It 
was this same Mr. Tilson 
who, 
in 
May of last year, 
after nearly two 
and a half years 
of 
the European 
War, and long, 
long after Mr. Wil­ 
son's ‘‘world on fire’’ speech, sta rt­ 
led the country 
with 
proofs 
that 
during that two and one-half years 
we had produced only 66,000 guns in 
our 
factories. 
Air. 
Tilson 
would 
doubtless 
approve 
the 
suggestion 
that George M. 
Cohan 
revise 
his 
popular war song to read, 
“And we 
won’t get guns till if s 
over 
Deer 
There.”

John W. Cooper, age eighty years, 
a native of this county, is dead 
at 
his home in Kokomo. 
Ile spent the 
last fiity-seven years 
of bis life iii 
Kokomo where he became me of the 
most influential citizens o f the com­ 
munity. 
Ile was 
ail attorney 
by 
profession, but became interested in 
many other business activities. 
Air. Cooper was a brother of Airs. 
John Shannon, who died at her home 
east of the city about 
a year ago. 
The funeral 
was 
held in Kokomo 
this afternoon. 
Air. Cooper was 
born near 
New 
Salem, 
July 18, 1837. 
His 
father, 
Dr. Stanley Cooper, was one of the 
widely-know ii pioneer physicians of 
that part of the state. The -on took 
his early schooling in the neighbor­ 
hood of the homestead. 
At the a p ­ 
proach of manhood, having decided 
enter the profession of law, 
he 
litted 'himself 
for 
the practice by 
study in law 
offices 
at Shelbyville 
;md Indianapolis. 
On November 
6, 
1859, a t Richland, he was united in 
m arriage to F rances M argaret Siyi- 
rnons, who, with one son, H orace AI. 
(Moper, and two daughters, Airs. Ed 
AI. Solider 
and 
Airs. 
William 
L. 
Laughlin all of 
Kokomo, 
survives 
him. 
He went to Kokomo in Octo­ 
ber, I860, was admitted to the Ho­ 
ward county b ar 
soon 
thereafter, 
and was a resident here the rem ain­ 
der of his life. 
During the Civil war 
he was provost m arshal for Howard 
county. In 1809 
he 
was 
elected 
mayor of 
the 
city 
and 
was re­ 
elected in 187.1. 
In 1874 he was 
elected 
Howard 
county clerk and in 1878 was again 
chosen to the position, serving in the 
office in all eight years. 
In 1833 he 
resigned 
the 
practice 
of 
law, in 
which he continued active until 1908 
and from which he never entirely re ­ 
tired. His name appear- at the head 
of 
the 
list 
of 
members of 
the 
Howard county bar in the bar doc­ 
ket for the term of court which has 
just closed. 
He was chosen super­ 
intendent of Crown Point 
cemetery 
at Kokomo by the city council forty- 
six years ago and continued in the 
position 
the remainder of his life. 
He was a stockholder in the Howard 
National bank from the time it was 
organized in 1877 
until his death, 
and was a member of the board of 
directors practically throughout the 
period. 
Ile had been
